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Absent 
jurors 
to face 
arrests

A growing number of 34th 
District Court jurors who have 
failed to show up when called 
have caught the attention of 
the local court’s 
administration. 

Court Administrator Mic- 
hael Ramsey revealed in a 
press release “for many years 
the 34th District Court has 
been lenient on jurors who fail 
to report for jury duty.” 

Ramsey added “to ensure 
that this country’s last manda- 
ted service is not compro- 
mised and to guarantee the 
rights of all litigants, the court 
will once again be imposing 
sanctions against those jurors 
who fail to appear for service, 
without written permission.” 

All jurors failing to appear 
will be assessed costs in the 
amount of $25 and re- 
scheduled to serve on another 
panel, Ramsey said. 

“Any juror who fails to pay 
the assessed costs will be or- 
dered to appear before a judge 
to explain why they have not 
complied with the orders of 
the court,” Ramsey added. 

This hearing will be re- 
ferred to as a “show cause 
hearing” and is used to deter- 
mine if the individual is in 
contempt of court. 

“In the event the juror still 
fails to appear as ordered, a 
warrant for their arrest will be 
issued. The penalty for con- 
tempt of court is a fine and 
possibly a jail term,” Ramsey 
added. “The court recognizes 
that jury duty sometimes 
places a hardship on members 
of the community, however, 
please remember it is a right 
all citizens are entitled to have 
fulfilled.” 

Ramsey said if citizens are 
summoned to appear for ser- 
vice and have a problem, they 
should contact the court ad- 
ministrator’s office. 

“I will discuss and hope- 
fully be able to resolve any dif- 
ficulties,” Ramsey said. “If 
your situation justifies being 
excused, 1 will dismiss you and 
reschedule your service date.”

Cruel act 

Band cuts dog’s neck

It may have been a wanton 
act of cruelty or just a 
thoughtless one, but, what- 
ever the motivation, the re- 
sult was the cruel wounding 
of a young mixed-breed dog. 

“We don’t know why it hap- 
pened,” said Sue Gates, shel- 
ter manager of the Michigan 
Humane Society Westland 
site. “But, someone put a rub- 
ber band around the throat 
of a 10-month-old mixed 
chow, and the band cut into 
his throat. 

She placed the dog on a 
table and displayed the gash 
in its throat caused by the 
rubber band becoming em- 
bedded in the animal’s neck 
and causing a massive infec- 
tion in the resulting wound. 

Gates said the infection 
must have been clearly no- 
ticeable to the dog’s owner, 
who neglected to treat it 

“A woman found the dog 


and brought him to us,” Gates 
said. “The veterinarian has 
treated him and he’s on the 
road to recovery now. We will 
place him in foster care for a 
month and when he has com- 
pletely recovered, he’ll be 
ready for adoption.” 

Gates noted that similar 
injuries are caused when 
people place collars on their 
pets and then neglect to re- 
place them as the animal 
grows. The collar becomes 
embedded into the animal’s 
neck, resulting in a open 
wound which, if untreated, 
develops into a serious 
infection. 

“We warn pet owners to be 
careful with collars and to 
check them to be sure they 
are not too tight,” Gates said. 

The tan, fluffy dog has 
been named Corey by the 
staff, who hope that the next 
stage of his life will be a 
much happier and healthier 
one for him.

At the initial council meet 
ing Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington made the motion 
seconded by Councilman Jim- 
mie Raspberry and endorsed 
by Mayor pro tern Mary Ann 
Banks to continue the MCN, 
parent company of the Ro- 
mulus Roman, as the official

Vowing “I am not a liar,” a 
determined Romulus Mayor 
Beverly McAnally fired back 
repeatedly at veteran Council- 
man Jimmie Raspberry last 
Friday. 

The “liar” statement was in 
response to a claim by Raspbe- 
rry that the mayor has lied in 
various past statements con- 
cerning her experiences in- 
volving the deep well project 
in Romulus. 

McAnally concluded her 
two-page counter-attack on 
Raspberry’s recent letter by 
asking “residents, voters and 
taxpayers” to fill in a three- 
question survey on the contro- 
versial well issue. 

McAnally’s “open letter” to 
the community is the latest in 
a mushrooming emotional bat- 
tle between McAnally, Raspbe- 
rry and anti-well protesters. 

McAnally said “I cannot al- 
low this company (Environ- 
mental Disposal Systems) to 
unfairly attempt to influence 
public opinion through Rasp- 
berry’s allegations." 

McAnally, who has been Ro- 
mulus mayor for 11 years, de- 
clared “I have served this 
community tirelessly since 
1973.” McAnally earlier served 
as a city councilwoman and 
treasurer. 

During her administration, 
McAnally claims “Our city has 
seen constant progress and 
positive recognition. We have 
developed an enviable reve- 
nue base through our growth 
and our people have not been 
subjected to the scandals and 
improprieties of the past.”

Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, who has served Ro- 
mulus as mayor for the past 11 
years, removed all doubt about 
her political plans Monday by 
saying that she will seek re- 
election this fall. 

McAnally also served as city 
councilwoman from 1973-79 
and city treasurer from 
1979-1983, prior to being elec- 
ted mayor in 1983. 

The veteran mayor had ad- 
mitted that she considered re- 
tirement, but doesn’t want to 
feel she is being pushed out of 
office. 

“In addition to that,” 
McAnally said, “I feel I have a 
responsibility to the commu- 
nity to see this issue (the injec- 
tion well) through " 

McAnally becomes the first 
announced candidate for any 
city office in 1995 

The first inkling of 
McAnally’s re-election plans 
came Friday, when she faxed 
her response to Romulus

has “only one self-serving mo- 
tive, that of the almighty 
dollar.” 

She adds EDS would “mis- 
use its influence and wealth to 
bring dissention and disrup- 
tion to us through their manip- 
ulation of misleading and false 
information.” 

McAnally charges EDS “has 
launched a vicious attack on 
me and our city that is unpar- 
alleled in its intensity and 
ruthlessness.” 

She said the environmental 
well organization and its “out- 
of-town investors” are waging 
an expensive and disruptive 
war on our city because they 
are determined that they will 
not live by the same rules and 
regulations that you and I do.” 

The mayor continued “they 
(EDS and its financial backers) 
are dazzled by the vision of 
vast opportunities for great 
wealth, which they hope to re- 
alize from the operation of the 
first commercial hazardous 
waste injection well in the 
state.” 

McAnally asked “Why are 
some of our respected leaders 
willing to allow themselves to 
be used and manipulated by 
these rich investors? 

“We don't have to think 
about that too long to see the 
answer,” McAnally continued. 

The mayor reminded resi- 


dents “The letter you received, 
that was signed by Raspberry, 
is the latest of a series of let- 
ters signed by a group of peo- 
ple, who have family, financial, 
political, personal or other- 
wise unknown reasons to align 
themselves with this ruthless 
group.” 

McAnally, who earlier had 
called Raspberry’s mailed let- 
ter “vintage Wicklund,” added 
in her letter “all (recent) let- 
ters appear to be authored by 
the same people...and all use 
the same rhetoric. The authors 
didn’t care enough about 
Raspberry to vary the script so 
he wasn’t parroting their es- 
tablished language.” 

Then she added “you don’t 
believe Raspberry composed 
that letter and neither do I.” 
McAnally has stated that 
forces led by Douglas Wick- 
iund, owner of the EDS well 
project, are the real authors of 
recent letters including that of 
Raspberry’s. 

McAnally wrote “Raspberry 
would never on the longest day 
he lived, admit to being duped 
by this mayor.” 

She added that Raspberry 
voted more than a dozen times 
to seek the injunction (that 
stopped any work at the Wahr- 
man Road well site), hiring

Pennington gives 
Biblical lesson

City Councilman Ellis Pen- 
nington gave an anonymous 
sound-off caller to the Michi- 
gan Community Newspapers a 
lesson in the Bible Monday 
night, as he reminded the cal- 
ler that Judas was given 30 not 
40 pieces of silver to betray 
Jesus Christ. 

Pennington told the council 
audience that the caller had 
phoned the “Sound-off’ line at 
the newspaper and declared 
“Poor Mr. (Jimmie) Raspberry 
and poor Mr. (Ellis) Pen- 
nington, from Romulus. 

“Both of these people are 
living in a bygone era, when 
big business and big money 
caused poor downtrodden peo- 
ple to sell their souls for 40 
pieces of silver. That’s not the 
way anymore.” 

The caller then went on 
“People are now educated and 
more literate and know 
enough to stand up for their 
rights, especially against Envi- 
ronmental Disposal Services 
(EDS).” 

The phone caller was obvi- 
ously referring to Raspberry

and Pennington’s call for the 
city to settle the legal battle 
over the injection well with 
EDS.

and paying the lawyers, estab- 
lishing a hot line and prepar- 
ing ballot language for an 
environmental protection 
fund, etc.” 

Now rather than celebrate 
our city’s court victories, 
McAnally said. Raspberry at- 
tacks the effort and files griev- 
ances against our attorneys 
with the state. 

“We can only guess what 
brought about this dramatic 
change in his position,” the 
mayor states. 

McAnally reminded the tax- 
payers she does not have a 
vote on the city council. “I can- 
not file a lawsuit, spend 
money, or do anything unless it 
is permissible by the city char- 
ter and directed by the 
council.” 


The mayor said EDS dug the 
environmental well “at their 
own risk,” after the council re- 
scinded an earlier resolution 
concerning the well. 

McAnally then warned “if 
the city fails, in this instance, 
to enforce its laws, then the 
city becomes a target of every 
group of shrewd operators who 
hire lawyers and make it costly 
to the city to defend itself.” 

A questionnaire was listed 
on the end of the open letter 
that asked the following: 
“Should the city continue to 
enforce our zoning laws 
against the injection well?”; 
“Do you want a hazardous 
waste disposal facility in Ro- 
mulus?”; and “Would you like 
to set up an appointment to 
discuss the proposal well?”. 

McAnally then urges the re- 
spondents to fill in a conve- 
nient date and time for such a 
possible meeting.

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Romulus cops’ cited 
in killers conviction

Romulus police were given 
heavy praise last Thursday as 
two Detroit men were con- 
victed in the day before Easter 
1994 shotgun killing of an 
Evart resident as he sat in his 
car near Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport awaiting the arrival of 
his mother’s airplane from 
Florida. 

Clarence Scott, 33, the re- 
ported gunman in the case, 
and his alleged partner, Isaac 
Collier, 26, were convicted by a 
Wayne County jury composed 
of four women and eight men 
that deliberated a little over 
two hours. 

Scott was convicted of first- 
degree murder and felony 
murder. Collier was found 
guilty of felony murder, sec- 
ond-degree murder and un- 
armed robbery for stealing a 
woman’s car after the robbery. 

Sentencing is slated for 
Feb. 24. Both men face life 
imprisonment. 

Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Kevin Simowski 
praised the “round- the-clock 
Romulus police work and, in 
particular, the investigative ef- 
forts of Detective Sgts. Gordon 
Malaniak and Michael 
Ondejko.” 

“Their investigative work in 
interviewing many of the 
friends of the defendants 
(mostly Detroit street people) 
went a long way in solving this

murder case,” Simowski said. 

The Lenten season murder 
began when the two defen- 
dants borrowed another man’s 
car and drove to Romulus the 
day before Easter 1994 to com- 
mit a holdup to take care of an 
old $275 drug debt. 

The pair reportedly struck 
out trying to find a possible 
victim near an airport hotel, so 
they cruised over to the 
McDonald’s Restaurant at Mid- 
dlebelt and Wick Roads in 
Romulus. 

There it was testified, they 
spotted Elwin Lillie, 54, of 
Evart, Mich, seated in his car 
reading a newspaper. Lillie 
was awaiting a plane carrying 
his mother, Marian, who was 
flying to Metro Airport from 
her winter home, Winter Gar- 
den, Fla. 

When Mr. Lillie tried to 
back his car out of the parking 
space to avoid being robbed, 
police said, Scott reportedly 
fired his shotgun at Lillie’s 
head, killing him instantly. 


Lillie’s car reportedly hit 
the bandits’ borrowed car, 
temporarily blocking their 
escape. 

The pair fled on foot in sep- 
arate directions. Suddenly 
Collier reportedly spotted Cor- 
nelia Ford filling up her 1992 
Grand Prix at a nearby gas sta- 
tion. Collier forced Ford to 
surrender the car, picked up 
Scott nearby and fled back to 
Detroit. 

Sergeants Malaniak and On- 
dejko and others traced the 
damaged car back to its owner, 
obtained a composite drawing 
of the suspects from a 
McDonald’s customer, Dean 
Patten, and other information 
from restaurant customers. 

Collier was arrested the 
Tuesday after Easter 1994, and 
Scott surrendered three days 
later. 

Simowski said there were a 
lot of ironies in this case in- 
cluding the fact that the inci- 
dent happened the day before 
Easter, the victim was named 
Lillie and a potted Easter lily 
the victim had bought for his 
80-year-old mother are all part 
of those ironies. 

The lily plant was still in the 
car when police arrived after 
the shooting. 

The scariest part of the 
whole case, the prosecutor 
said, was the fact that these 
two men were out hunting for a 
victim. “It shows at times we 
all are potential victims,” Si- 
mowski said. 


Political poster ignites anger

The wife of Romulus Coun- 
cilman Jimmie Raspberry 
lashed out at a publicly posted 
sign that featured a slightly 
burned copy of a newspaper 
photo and story of Raspberry 
expressing his views on the 
need for a settlement on the 
environmental well issue. 

At the center of the contro- 
versy was a handmade poster 
hung in the inside of the Polka 
Dot Party Store on Goddard 
Road in Romulus. 

According to Romulus Po- 
lice Lt. David Early, who was 
called to look at the poster, it 
“had burn marks around the 
edges, stated ‘Fire This Man’ 
and then with crayons showed 
what symbolized flames.” 

“We are not political poster 
censors for the community. 
They can put up what they 
want But we did discuss the 
issue of possible ethnic intim- 
idation,” Early said. 

Early added the message on 
the poster was “open to (var- 
ious) interpretation(s),” in- 
cluding that of ethnic 
intimidation. After a brief talk 
with the owner, the sign was 
taken down, and a hand-writ- 
ten apology was put in its 
plac6 

The “apology” stated “To 
anyone, who I might have of- 
fended by my political opinion 
on an issue and certainly not a 
personal basis. I am against 
the well, any toxic well in any 
residential area. 


I apologize to the Raspberry 
family for a misunderstood 
poster-Dolores Valdez.” 

Several anti-well symbols 
surrounded the apology letter. 

Raspberry complained that 
she felt the personal attack on 
her husband was a historically 
“Klanish-style” effort, because 
of the “use of fire as a symbol 
and the fact that two white Ro- 
mulus City Council members 
also favor a negotiated settle- 
ment of the well issue, but they 
have not been targeted in the 
way her husband has been. 

“I feel the anti-well forces 
are trying to create a mobbish 
style atmosphere and that the 
owner needs to apologize to us 
through the newspaper and 
with a personal letter to me 
and my husband.” 

Raspberry also complained 
that the word “legal fees and 
funeral fees” was also listed 
on the poster with arrows 
pointing to her husband’s 
photo. 

“I’m very angry, what would 
you think the message of the 
burned copy, arrows and fu- 
neral fees mean to you?” asked 
Raspberry. 

Raspberry said she was 
proud that her husband was 
willing to stand up and speak 
for the people. 

“I’d be ashamed if he 
walked around with his tail be- 
tween his legs,” she 
concluded. 

Valdez contacted Monday 
said she was sorry for any mis- 
interpretation of her views. 

“I am totally opposed to the 


deep well being located in Ro- 
mulus or in any other residen- 
tial community,” Valdez said, 
“And, I in no way had any ra- 
cial element connected with 
my poster.” 

Valdez said she was sorry 
that Raspberry misconstrued 
the “funeral fees” part of 
poster. “What I was referring 
to when I placed ‘legal fees are 
better than funeral fees’ on the 
poster is that I felt paying legal 
fees to battle the well now are 
better than paying funeral fees 
for our children who die as a 
result of the well years from 
now.” 

The store owner said “I feel 
I have a right to my own opin- 
ion on this political issue. But I 
want to ensure you that at no 
time was the burning of any 
man at issue.” 

Valdez said she is a veteran 
of the U.S. Air Force, where 
she served as a medic, and her 
two sons have served in the 
armed forces in the Middle 
East and in Haiti. 

“I don’t know what we have 
to do to prove we are patriotic 
Americans like everyone else 
in this controversy. We have a 
right to speak out without be- 
ing intimidated also,” Valdez 
said. 

Dolores Witzgall urged her 
former customers and area 
residents to remember she no 
longer owns the Polka Dot 
store. She explained that there 
was some confusion since both 
she and the current owner 
have the same first name. 


Group passes petitions to begin 
school board recall efforts

Members of the group Par- 
ents for Students received 
word Friday from the elec- 
tions board that the attempt to 
recall four members of the 
Wayne- Westland School Board 
was approved. 

The Wayne County Elec- 
tions Committee accepted the 
petitions the group submitted 
enabling them to begin the re- 
call effort which is targeted at 
Board President Mathew Mc- 
Cusker, Treasurer Patricia 
Brown, and trustees Francis 
Winter and Debra Fowlkes. 

Linda Cavaletto, a spokes- 
person from Parents for Stu- 
dents supporting the recall, 
said the group now has the go 
ahead to begin collecting peti- 
tions from residents that sup 
port their recall efforts. 

“We are pleased with the 
word from the board. We want 
to wait a few weeks to see what 


kind of community feedback 
we receive. We are hoping this 
will give the board an oppor- 
tunity to rethink some of their 
decisions,” Cavaletto said. 

The group of parents orga- 
nizing the repeal will not re- 
call Board Secretary Vicki 
Welty and Trustee Laurel Rai- 
sanen because, by law, they 
cannot be recalled after Jan. 1 
since both of their terms end 
within six months and because 
neither has indicated they 
plan to seek re-election after 
their terms expire July 1. 1995. 

The group originally cho. 
to exclude Trustee Francis 
Winter, however, efforts are 
now being made to include 
Winter as a result of his lack of 
alternative budget cutting 
action. 

The spokesperson for the 
group said members chose not 
to attend the meeting to ap 
prove the language on the 
petitions. 

“We wanted to let the peti- 


tions stand or fall on their own. 
I think the petitions spoke for 
themselves without a repre- 
sentative being there,” Caval- 
etto said. “Our main concern is 
the students. We did not want 
to initiate any verbal battles at 
the meeting.” 

Group members have made 
it clear they will not continue 
to seek petitions for the recall 
if the community opposes the 
idea. 

“If the community doesn’t 
want the recall we won’t go 
ahead with it, “ a spokesperson 
said. 

Now that the petitions have 
been approved. Cavaletto must 
obtain enough signatures to 
match 25 percent of the votes 
cast within district boundaries 
for the state governor in the 
last election which was con- 
ducted Nov. 8. 

“We are awaiting word on 
the final number of signatures 
we would need.” Cavaletto 
said. 
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Gang members evicted from 


Belleville apartment 


In the wake of gang violence 
at a Belleville apartment com- 
plex, neighbors, eity police, 
and the complex's new man- 
ager met to prevent a 
recurrence. 

On Jan. 15, a 17-year-old ten- 
ant, who told police that he be- 
longed to a local gang, 
allegedly stabbed an 18-year- 
old Ypsilanti man at the Bel- 
mont Manor apartments. 

The incident resulted in two 
other gang members being 


charged with assault and bat- 
tery, and police said that possi- 
bly two more gang members 
may face related charges. 

However, several gang 
members, including the stab- 
bing suspect, hastily moved 
out or are being evicted. 

“We had a mass eviction,” 
said Diane McKinniss, Bel- 
mont Manor’s manager. 

Many of the remaining ten- 
ants are working with manage- 
ment to upgrade the 


environment and improve the 
security. 

“We’re turning the stabbing 
into a positive thing,” said 
McKinniss. “The tenants have 
become more involved, and 
they’re helping with the Neigh- 
borhood Watch. And the apart- 
ment management is taking 
care of tenant requests and is 
actively cleaning the 
property.” 

Previous managements ten- 
ded not to answer tenant com 


plaints or to provide 
satisfactory maintenance, 
McKinniss indicated. 

Last week, McKinniss threw 
a reception, inviting Hal Berri- 
tnan, the new chief of police. 
Bill Zsenyuk, the out-going in- 
terim chief, and several offi- 
cers to join about 35 residents. 

“McKinniss is trying to 
clean things up, there’s no sign 
of gangs,” said Berriman. “We 


were impressed with the turn- 
out and the willingness of the 
residents to help. Our officers 
will continue to patrol by the 
complex. We’ll try to help any- 
way we can.” 

Instead of making a formal 
presentation, the officers 
mixed and broke bread with 
the tenants, all sitting at large 
tables in the clubhouse. 

"We informally answered 
residents’ questions, reas- 
sured them that the police are 


complex 

there, and updated them about 
the stabbing,” said officer Ken 
Voigt. 

In November, a Neighbor- 
hood Watch had been set up at 
the complex. 

“Officer Voigt gave us a 
Neighborhood Watch sign and 
stickers,” said McKinniss. “It’s 
becoming a community thing 
where we all watch out for 
each other. And we’re getting 
comfortable with the police 
department.”

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Honoree makes ‘ripples’ of good will in community

As he journeys through life, 
the 1995 Person of the Year 
doesn’t want to make waves, 
but he is determined to leave a 
lot of ripples in his wake. 

“When I do something for 
someone, they often ask ‘how 
can I repay you,’ and I tell 
them to do something for two 
other people, and ask them to 
do the same.” said Westland 
resident Joseph F. (Joe) Benyo. 
“If we all did this, can you 
imagine the ripple effect on 
the community?” 

For the greatest part of his 
life, Benyo has been the man 
behind the scenes for many 
private and public charitable 
endeavors. 

“I guess I started helping 
people in the 1950s when jobs 
were hard to get. There was a 
recession and I knew a lot of 
people who needed work and a 
lot of employers. In 1958. I 
found jobs for about 100 peo- 
ple,” Benyo said. “I was also a 
volunteer firefighter at the 
time.” 

“I’ve always thought it was 
important to get involved, and 
I’ve been fortunate to be able 
to draw people together to find 
solutions for problems,” Benyo 
said. “The Goodfellows and 
the Nankin (later Westland) 
Youth both were launched 
from meetings held in my 
basement. People told me 
there was a need for them, and 
I told them, ‘Why talk about it, 
let’s do something about it’” 

At first, Benyo said he felt 
as though he should decline 
the Michigan Community News- 
paper honor in favor of “some- 
one more worthy,” but later he 
decided that any positive feed- 
back he received from the 
honor might inspire others to 
take on volunteer duties. 

“If you don’t share your ex- 
perience, who will there be to 
carry on,” he questioned. 

Sadly, three of Benyo’s close 
friends have died recently: 
State Sen. William Faust, Gene 
(Santa) Reaves and photogra- 
pher Tony Spina. 

“All of these men were peo- 
ple who helped others. News- 
paper photographer Tony 
Spina had won many awards 
and in the 1950s he was willing 
to provide me with tips to im- 
prove my photos and enable 
me to win awards,” Benyo said. 
“Faust would call me from 
Lansing and ask me to check 
on a problem for him. After he 
found out the details, he would 
do what was needed to help 
his constituents - without any 
fanfare.” 

Benyo recalled that a for- 
mer mental patient contacted 
him about a computer glitch at 
her bank that caused her funds 
to be unavailable. After trying 
several other avenues, she 
contacted Benyo, who in turn 
talked ro the senator and the 
woman’s problem was cleared 
up within a month. 

“I have an enormous nu- 
mber of contacts, but I don’t 
burn them out I only call on 
them when it is really neces- 
sary,” Benyo said. “One of the 
projects that I asked for help 
from the Boy Scouts has be- 
come a major project for them. 

I asked them to help clean up 
the neglected Ganong Ceme- 
tery several years ago, and 
they continue to help maintain 
the grounds. They have also 
done tracings of tomb stones 
and surveys of burial plots. 
This spring, they’ll be working 
there again. 

“The Scouts project is a link 
between the past and future,” 
Benyo said. “They are learning 
a lot from this - their efforts 
are providing ripples.” 

In the letter of nomination, 
a group of friends and busi- 
ness people noted that Benyo 
is “a bright light in a controver- 
sial community.” 

They wrote, “As a group of 
business people and residents 
in the community, we have 
joined with a number of senior 
citizens to nominate Joe Benyo 
for your Person of the Year. 

“During the past several 
Westland Chamber of Com- 
merce luncheons, Joe won the 
50-50 drawing and imme- 
diately donated them to the 
First Step program, and also 
the Drug Awareness Educa- 
tion (DARE) group, the Youth 
Living Center and to the late 
Gene (Santa) Reaves.” the lei 
ter of nomination stated. 

One of Benyo’s major pro- 
jects was coordinating the En- 
hanced 911 emergency service 
for the communities served by 
the Conference of Western 


Wayne. His plan for the CWW 
has been adopted, with varia- 
tions, by many communities in 
the state. 

Although he had a period of 
illness during the past year, he 
continues to look outward for 
opportunities to help others 
rather than to focus on himself 
and his own problems. 

“I’ve had several surgeries 
since last October, but I plan to 
continue to be involved in the 
things that I’ve been doing for 
the community,” Benyo said. “I 
try to do what my body tells 
me. When I feel the need for 
rest, I do it. My doctor tells me 
that I have PMA - positive men- 
tal attitude.” 

Highlighting his previous 
awards and achievements are: 


• Elected president of Keep 
Michigan Beautiful (KMB). 
elected director of Westland 
Chamber of Commerce, re- 
elected chairman of Westland 
Economic Development Com- 
mission »EDC), chairman of 
Westland 25th anniversary cel- 
eoration, 1991. 

• Re-elected as KMB presi- 
dent and chamber director, re- 
ceive Outstanding Editor 
award from Detroit News Pho- 
tographers and honored by the 
American Red Cross, Wayne 
County for Homeless Shelter 
project and by city for 16 years 
on EDC, 1992. 

• Received Wayne-Westland 
Lifeskills Adviser award, John 
Glenn Community Historian 


award. Wayne County Arbor 
Day award and KMB Presi- 
dent’s award plus elected sec- 
retary of chamber, appointed 
by President Bill Clinton to Se- 
lective Service System and ap- 
pointed to Salvation Army 
Community Committee, 1993. 

- Appointed to board of di- 
rectors of KMB. re-elected to 
posts on chamber and KMB 
and Wayne County Friends of 
<he Park Board of Directors.

• I can’t think of a more de- 
serving individual as our Per- 
son of the Year than Joe 
Benyo. 

Here is a guy that has de- 
voted most of his entire life to 
volunteerism and helping 
those in need. If you need to 
make something happen in 
Westland, Joe Benyo is the guy 
to get it done. 

His incredible organiza- 
tional skills have benefited 
dozens of area groups in their 
efforts to grow and prosper in 
Western Wayne. Congratula- 
tions Joe, and keep up the 
good work. All of us have 
learned a great deal from your 
generosity. 

• Canton Township will have 
a full slate when voters go to 
the polls at an April 18 special 
election. A new township clerk 
will be chosen to replace 
Loren Bennett, now our state 
senator. Arid two bond pro- 
posals will be decided yea or 
nay. 

It is the bond proposals that 
are of particular interest. 
First, Supervisor Tom Yack 
has spearheaded an effort to 
get a $12 million road millage/ 
bond issue proposal on the 
ballot. It is common knowl- 
edge that roads are not up to 
par in many areas of the 
township. 

Starting with Lilley Road, 
this proposal would muster a 
lot of money to make roads bet- 
ter. The obvious question, how- 
ever, is do citizens want to 
support road improvements 
through their wallets? My 
guess is that if the figures be- 
ing tossed around (approx- 
imately $30 a year per 
household for 15 years) are ac- 
curate, this proposal will win 
the hearts of the majority of 
Canton voters. 

The other proposal is an 
$8.8 million bond issue to ex- 
pand the library. This pro- 
posal, too, seems to be based 
on solid logic. Recent surveys 
have indicated that 95 percent 
of citizens responding rate the 
library as good or excellent. 

In addition 44,000 of the 
township’s 61,000 residents 
have library cards. That’s an 
incredible number. The li- 
brary can obviously justify 
more space with these kinds of 
numbers. 

The problem becomes will 
residents feel generous 
enough to give both projects a 
thumbs up? It's risky indeed to 
place both these issues on the 
same ballot. 

• If you missed it in our Sun- 
day edition, O.J. struck out 



with the majority of our 
readers. In a phone poll taken 
last Thursday, readers in Can- 
ton, Belleville, Wayne, West- 
land and Romulus, for the 
most part, believe the football 
hall-of-famer is guilty of mur- 
der. Only in Inkster did Sim- 
pson receive majority support. 

What was interesting about 
that poll, however, was the nu- 
mber of persons that tallied an 
undecided vote. Many people 
are keeping an open mind un- 
til the trial ends. Also, the 
great majority of the people 
we polled are engrossed in the 
trial. It appears most people 
cannot get enough of this deve- 
loping story. 

• And the beat goes on in Ro- 
mulus. The EDS well issue has 
brought out the worst in peo- 
ple. Late in 1994, R. R Lilly, a 
leading opponent of the haz- 
ardous waste injection well 
found a dead cat’s head in a 
bag that was placed at his 
home on top of his wife’s car. A 
cut-up letter that was placed 
with it implied threats to the 
Lilly family if they continued 
their opposition to the well. 

Although nothing became of 
the message, nor was anyone 
arrested for the threats, it 
heightened the division bet- 
ween friends and neighbors 
who have become polarized 
over this volatile issue. 

Now last week a poster was 
placed in a party store that 
took aim at Jimmie Raspberry, 
the colorful African-American 
councilman that has been out- 
spoken in favor of the well. 
The poster had burn marks 
around the edges and a draw- 
ing that symbolized flames, ac- 
cording to Romulus police. 
They did not rule out that the 
poster could be considered 
ethnic intimidation. 

Whether it is ethnic intim- 
idation or not, acts like this 
continue to further inflame 
Romulus citizens. The well is- 
sue is not going to be decided 
on which side can intimidate 
the other the best. Rather, the 
issue will be decided on logic 
and what is best at this point 
for the majority of people in 
Romulus. 

Let’s cut the crap, and get 
down to business. It’s time to 
put this issue to bed one way 
or the other.

Authority chief 
disputes column 

To the editor: 

I am writing in response to 
Ivan Helfman’s recent column 
(Jan. 26) in which Mr. Helfman 
presented a very biased and 
misinformed view of solid 
waste management in general 
and the Central Wayne County 
Sanitation Authority (CWCSA) 
in particular. As the current 
chairman of CWCSA and 
mayor of one of its member 
cities, I am in a position to set 
the record straight. 

First, a little background: 
For more than four years, 
CWCSA has been carefully 
evaluating its future in light of 
the 1990 amendments to the 
Clean Air Act which require 
incinerators like the one oper- 
ated by CWCSA to upgrade 
their air pollution control 
equipment. That evaluation 
culminated this past fall in the 
selection of a privately fi- 
nanced and developed waste- 
to-energy (WTE) project as the 
best solution for CWCSA’s 
member cities. 

The WTE project will not 
only install the needed air pol- 
lution control upgrades, en- 
tirely at the private 
developer’s expense, but will 
also add heat recovery equip- 
ment so that the energy con- 
tained in garbage, which 
would otherwise be wasted, 
can be recycled into electricity 
for local use. The WTE project 
was selected as a result of a 
competitive procurement pro- 
cess through which the WTE 
project was evaluated against 
landfilling. 

Next let me address some 
apparent misconceptions re- 
garding the WTE Project and 
the cost of the WTE. Analysis 
of the proposals submitted to 



CWCSA by all major area land- 
fills operators showed that the 
WTE project’s proposal was 
more economical on a long 
term basis, regardless of 
whether the comparison was 
for a “dedicated cell” or not. 
This analysis was conducted 
not just by the, highly quali- 
fied, Authority staff, but by a 
team of legal, technical and fi- 
nancial experts. 

The WTE Project has under- 
gone an unprecedented de- 
gree of scrutiny during four 
years of public meetings and 
presentations culminating in 
extensive individual review of 
the proposal in the five mem- 
ber cities. That review re- 
sulted in a vote of approval by 
each of those five city councils. 

The notion that somehow 
this WTE Project runs counter 
to recycling is just plain 
wrong. CWCSA negotiators en- 
sured that this project will not 
only be compatible with recyc- 
ling, but will actually create, 
for the first time in the CWCSA 
cities, an incentive to recycle. 
Since there is no minimum 
tonnage requirement, any 
solid waste recycled will save 
the cities money. The WTE 
project has already sparked 
initiation of the first ever curb- 
side recycling program in 
Westland. 

Of course, most people rec- 
ognize that the recovery of en- 
ergy from the post-recycled 
waste stream to generate elec- 
tricity is in itself a very real 
form of recycling, which ac- 
complishes environmental 
benefits that even the most 
ambitious materials recycling 
program could not hope to 
achieve. 

WTE in an acceptable and 


successful tool for managing 
solid waste. A recent (August 
1994) industry magazine arti- 
cle was headlined “Waste- to- 
Energy Enjoys Steady 
Growth”. According to the arti- 
cle, there are 150 operating 
WTE projects in the U.S., with 
many more in the planning 
stage. In Europe and Japan 
WTE continues to provide a 
major solution to the problem 
of solid waste disposal. 

In short, Mr. Helfman and 
other so-called “environmen- 
talists” seem to suffer a classic 
case of “don’t confuse me with 
the facts”. The facts support 
the reality that the CWCSA 
WTE project is good for its 
member communities and the 
region, providing significant 
economic and environmental 
benefits. The CWCSA commu- 
nities have recognized this 
which is why all five of them 
support the project Mr Helf- 
man’s article concluded with 
one statement I can agree 
with. He said “Luckily incin- 
erators can be recycled.” He’s 
right. This one is being re- 
cycled into a cleaner, more 
economical, waste-to-energy 
facility.

Reporter stresses need for more eudcation on drug abuse

Drip. Drop. Drip. Drop. 
Drip. Drop. Annoying, leaky 
faucets. The sound can get to 
you. Harmless-appearing, 
small, circular ingredients of a 
waterfall. Because of exposure 
to it, we’re accustomed to the 
sound. With the drain closed, 
they can overflow the tub. With 
a bad shingle, they can eat 
away at a roof. Harmless? 
Maybe. Maybe not. 

Drug and alcohol abuse 
erode the fabric of our commu- 
nity one incident at a time, just 
like a leaky faucet Despite ef- 
forts to repair the leaks, the 
widespread availability of 
drugs in the MCN communities 
offer no safety net to put our 
children into. 

When put “on the spot” one 


police official preferred to 
speak “off the record” and one 
school administrator deferred 
to other personnel. I applaud 
the members of the community 
who came forth publicly to add 
their perspective to this hard- 
ball issue. 

It’s nice to know that pieces 
of the drug puzzle are already 
in place, D.A.R.E., health and 
sciences classes, Growth 
Works and counselors at all 
levels. 

Through grants and dona- 
tions $45,000 is spent yearly on 
the D.A.R.E. program in the 
Plymouth-Canton community, 
in addition to a combined cost 
of $128,000 for wages and 
fringes of D.A.R.E. officers 
serving elementary schools, 
some parochial schools, the 
Walker School in Wayne- 
Westland and junior highs for 


follow-up. 

While the officer’s salary 
during the summer months 
doesn’t count, approximately 
80% of their salary is D.A.R.E.- 
related. Keeping marijuana 
and other drugs off our door- 
steps and away from school- 
aged children is an expensive 
proposition. 

D.A.R.E. Officer John 
Spencer said that while it 
doesn’t prevent kids from 
using drugs, 80-85% will have 
the tools to avoid it and will be 
equipt with skills to get out of 
it. Other issues benefit from 
the instruction, as well, includ- 
ing child abuse and police- 
officer familiarity, he said. 

In Superintendent Little’s 
address to the Economic Club 
January 18th, he mentioned 
that the only time our campus 
at the high schools was drug 


free was in the summer 
months, and maybe not then. 

Salem Principal Gerald Os- 
toin sees improvement in the 
problem at the high school 
level. He remembers a time 
when seventy kids would fall 
over if touched because of 
overdoses. 

Community interest groups 
abound in the Plymouth Can- 
ton area, M.A.D.D., poetry 
writers, the Peace Group, First 
Step, Growth Works, Subdivi- 
sion watchers to name a few. 

What will it take to solve 
this? Parents Against Pushers, 
more police or increased 
home effort? More programs? 

As long as drugs flow, the 
puzzle isn’t solved and the fab- 
ric of Canton is eroded, just 
like a leaky faucet, while the 
clock is ticking. Real families 
pay the price.

jStudents 
jlearn to 
say ‘no’ 

:to drugs

It’s a program centered 
around teaching youngsters to 
• say “no” to violence, peer pres- 
sure, and most importantly 
drugs. 

Drugs are a fact of life today 
in the schools of youths attend- 
ing junior high and high 
school. It starts with the older 
students putting pressure on 
the younger ones to “be cool” 
by either selling or buying 
drugs. 

One weapon being used to 
deter children away from a 
world of drug abuse is educa- 
tion. By teaching students at 
an early age the negative im- 
pact drugs will have on their 
lives, police, parents and 
school officials are hoping to 
close the books on drugs in the 
hallways and playgrounds, ac- 
cording to John Williams, 
Wayne police officer and Drug 
Abuse Resistance Education 
(DARE) instructor in the 
Wayne-Westland School 
District 

“In the DARE classroom we 
talk about the definition of 
drugs,” said Williams. “We 
focus on the different types of 
drugs and how they affect the 
body." 

The top three drugs dealt 
within the schools, according 
to Williams, include mari- 
juana, alcohol and tobacco. 

“Those are the most easily 
obtained by youths,” Williams 
said. “Drug dealing has been 
known to start at the junior 
high age. With DARE we try to 
instill in the youths the impor- 
tant message that they 
shouldn’t have anything to do 
with drugs because it can ruin 
your life." 

Williams said although the 
emphasis of the DARE pro- 


caine causes the uterus to 
tighten, putting the woman in 
labor early.” 

In many cases, pregnant wo- 
men using crack suffer an 
abruption when their placenta 
tears away from the uterus, 
which leads to vaginal bleed- 
ing 

The short-term problems 
for these addicted babies is 
that they suffer from problems 
related to being bom prema- 
ture. According to Bair, many 
of these babies are bom with 
incomplete digestive systems. 

“A section of their bowels 
are interrupted which does 
not allow for the normal pas- 
sage of food,” Bair said. 

Some of these babies suffer 
from a low feeding tolerance 
and have vomiting and diar- 


gram is directed to students in 
the classroom, he wishes he 
could have more time to talk 
with teachers and parents 
about the impact of drugs. 

“It really takes a combined 
effort to try and get rid of drugs 
in the schools,” Williams said. 
“Sometimes you’ll find the 
kids who are involved with 
drugs have problems at home 
or they are hanging around 
with the wrong group of kids.” 

Williams said he knows the 
DARE program is working be- 
cause quite often he has 
youths approach him in the 


rhea. Others are “inconsola- 
bly” irritable and some have 
seizures. Some babies even 
suffer strokes in the womb, ac- 
cording to the doctor. 

In a drug comparison, Bair 
said, weaning a baby off co- 


schools and inform him that 
they were asked to “do drugs”, 
but because they went through 
the DARE program, they 
learned how to say “no”. 

“The worst case of drug ad- 
diction I have seen in the 
schools so far involved a young 
lady who was 14 years old,” 
Williams said. “She was so 
strung out on drugs she 
couldn’t talk, stand or walk. 
The parents sometimes don’t 
even know their kids are in 
volved with drugs until it’s too 
late because they don’t take 
time out to know who their 


drawal from heroine or 
methadone, a drug developed 
to wean people off heroine 
which is also addictive. 

Withdrawal from cocaine 
usually takes about two weeks 
while withdrawal from meth- 
adone or heroine can take 


children are hanging out with 
or where they go when they say 
they are going out." 

Williams said about 5 to 10 
percent of students in the 
Wayne-Westland District have 
in one way or another been in- 
volved with drugs. 

“We’re targeting the youn- 
ger students with this program 
in the hopes they will remem- 
ber all they learned about say- 
ing ‘no’ to drugs by the time 
they reach high school,’’ Will- 
iams said. "The message I have 
for youths when they are faced 
with drug peer pressure is to 
stay true to your beliefs.” 

DARE is designed to give 
young people the facts about 
drugs and alcohol and to “inoc- 
ulate” them against negative 
peer pressure by teaching 
them self-management and re- 
sistance skills. 

The unique program, devel 
oped in 1983 as a cooperative 
effort by the Los Angeles Po- 
lice Department and the Los 
Angeles Unified School Dis- 
trict, uses well-trained uni- 
formed police officers to teach 
in the classrooms. 


from weeks to months, Bair 
said. 

The long-term effects of be- 
ing born drug addicted are 
still being studied, however, 
some studies reveal that these 
children become students with 
attention deficits and thus do 
not perform well in class in the 
early elementary years, Bair 
said. 

However, Bair added, “We 
don’t know how much of that is 
social and how much is do to 
the drugs.” 

Doctors are able to deter- 
mine if babies are drug ad- 
dicted by performing a test on 
their first stool. Many limes, 
however, babies born addicted 
are left with the parents unless 
cases of physical abuse or ne- 


glect are reported, according 
to Bair. 

“We are virtually powerless. 
We call protective services and 
they make sure the baby is in a 
safe environment ... and that 
the home is not filthy,” he said. 
“If she has a home that’s rela- 
tively clean, she’ll probably 
get her child.” 

Bair added that the one 
good thing about testing 
babies for drug addiction is 
that it creates a state file on 
the child so that if there is fur- 
ther abuse or neglect the child 
will be more likely to be re- 
moved from the home. 

“There are so many crack 
cocaine addicted babies in 
Wayne County. It goes hand-in 
hand with sexual diseases and 
drug use,” Bair said.

Police shepherd are

For Wayne police office 
Brian Wojcik, his partner in 
;rime has a nose for drug 
detection. 

Bullet has been in training 
for the last two months at the 
K-9 Academy in Wayne 
County. He is cross-trained to 
act as a patrol dog as well as 
a drug detection officer. 

Various reports from Wo- 
icik indicate that drugs are a 
fact of life on the streets. Bul- 
let manages to find drugs 
nearly every day of his beat 
in the community with his 
partner. 

It takes a special kind of 
dog to be trained for drug de- 


tection and police work, ac- 
cording to Terry and Diane 
Shoenbach, who are Van 
Buren police officers and the 
owners of K-9 Academy in 
Wayne County where Bullet 
is in training. 

Highland Park police offi- 
cer Terry Foley said the dogs 
typically begin their training 
two days a week for the first 
three months. 

“We then go into a second 
phase of training called ‘On 
The Road’ where they come 
here for eight hours one day 
a week, and then the rest of 
the training is while they are 
on the road," Foley said.

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Substance abuser gets help from Salvation Army

Ireland-born John Dona- 
ldson confesses that his love of 
alcohol and heavy drugs cost 
him half of his 37 year-old life. 

Donaldson, who admits that 
at one time most of his $1,000- 
a-week salary went to purchas- 
ing such substances, said “I 
can't even guess how much 
money I wasted on such abu 
sive lifestyles down through, 
the years.” 

It took his second attempt at 
sobriety, one at the Salvation 
Army Rehabilitation Center in 
Romulus, and the support and 
friendship of two Army staff 
persons and his future wife to 
give him the solid base for a 
new life. 

Donaldson said he lived his 
first years in Ireland and was 
still a young boy when he and 
his family moved to the Dear- 
bom-Detroit area. 

While still in the 12th grade 
at Fordson High School in 
Dearborn, Donaldson said he 
fell victim to peer pressure 
and began drinking alcohol on 
school property 

“We’d have beer for lunch 


and sometimes su under the 
trees outside the Dearborn 
scnooi minding to drinK in 
public I finally was asked to 
quit or be expelled from 
school." Donaldson said. 

“At that time I had a part 
time job fixing clocks for S7 an 
hour and used almost all of 
that money for beer.” he said. 
But when my boss moved to 
Holland. Mich., I needed to 
seek other employment.” 

Donaldson said he accepted 
a job with a messenger service 
company, where he admittedly 
drank on the job despite the 
fact it required a lot of driving. 

My parents became increas- 
ingly angry with me since I was 
getting A's and B's before 
drinking and now was out of 
school without a diploma. 

“They tried everything they 
could think of to get me to quit 
drinking, even intimidating 
me. but all failed. They had no 
knowledge of social agencies 
that helped alcoholics and 
drug users at that time,” Dona 
ldson said. 

“When Mom died while 1 
was still a teenager, I became 
increasingly sad. But rather 
than startle me into seeking

help at that time, it just trig 
gered a heavier and heavier 
use of alcohol and drugs ico- 
caine and heroin),” Donaldson 
added. 

“I moved in with a girl 
friend in Taylor,” he said, “but 
we continually fought over my 
drinking habits and the rela 
tionship ended in about eight 
months. 

Donaldson said he returned 
to live with his Dad briefly, but 
found their relationship was 
too weak to sustain him. He 
then moved in with another 
woman, who shared his love of 
alcohol and drugs. That rela- 
tionship lasted about six years, 
he said. 

Donaldson said he lost his 
driver’s license, but still oper- 
ated vehicles and even stored 


a cooler filled with beer in his 
van. 

“A friend and I took a two- 
day trip to Hagerstown, Md. 
during which time I earned 
$2,500 for dropping off some 
computers,” he said. 

“I spent $800 for drugs on 
that trip alone.” 

A short time later he de- 
stroyed his van in Taylor and 
got busted a second time for 
drunken driving. But Dona- 
ldson said, he still was able to 
get side jobs so that he could 
purchase drugs and alcohol. 

His life continued with an- 
other live-in girlfriend and a 
construction job that paid $16 
an hour. But then he suffered a 
sudden jolt caused by his over- 
dosing on heroin. 

“At that time, I lost my job 


tor being in the hospital for 
two weeks, and I began an ex- 
cessively negative roll that in- 
cluded jail and an attempted 
suicide just before Christmas 
several years ago.” Donaldson 
said. 

After another arrest, Dona- 
ldson was placed on probation 
and sent to Harbor Lights Sal- 
vation Army Rehabilitation 
Center in Detroit 

“I wasn’t really committed 
to changing my life style at that 
time, since I was sent there 
and I didn’t go there on my 
own,” he said. “But I did earn 
my GED certificate with 
honors.” 

Because he lacked commit- 
ment at that time, Donaldson 
said, “I would drink as much 
vodka as I could because it left 
no aroma on your breath. But 
when I mixed it with cocaine, I 
overdosed again. After con- 
tracting pneumonia in Sep- 
tember 1993, 1 finally realized 
I was heading for an early 
grave. I entered the Salvation 
Army Rehabilitation Center in 
Romulus a short time later.” 

Donaldson admits he was 
saved from his tormented life 
by the perpetual influence of 


David and Bill Hudgens, Sal- 
vation Army staff members 
and committed Christians. 

“Bill would continue to tell 
me that through Christ things 
can get better, no matter how 
bad you think they are now,” 
he said. “At first 1 didn’t worry 
about the religious side of sal- 
vation. I just wanted people to 
treat me like they cared. 

“The Hudgens proved that 
to me and helped me create a 
prayer life for myself. They 
helped erase the feeling of 
hopelessness I had been carry- 
ing for so many years and 
helped me put the negatives 
behind me.” While continuing 
to attend the chapel services at 
the Men’s Rehabilitation Cen- 
ter in Romulus, Donaldson 
also began attending the Sal- 
vation Army Corps family style 
religious services in Wayne- 
Westland where he met Army 
receptionist Angela Shaw. 

“She sat next to me many 
Sundays at the services and 
would stress the love and heal- 
ing power of Jesus,” Dona- 
ldson said. “Through her 
support and that of the

Drug dealer confesses to a life of buying, selling cocaine 


The man 1 will call Ronald 
McDonald was nothing if not a 
drug kingpin. Allegedly, his 
work was hawking tons of Col- 
ombian cocaine and millions 
of hits of San Francisco 
ecstasy. 

Though he led an active so- 
cial life in the days before 
Nancy Reagan, with her Say- 
No-to Drugs campaign, and 
Len Bias, with his tragic co- 
caine overdose, turned popu- 
lar opinion against drugs, he 
lived his London Chop House- 
centered social life in breaks 
between the super dope 
scores. 

Before he turned 25, he 
bragged that he owned houses 
around the world, made gen- 
erous donations to charity, and 
had set up quite a few legiti- 
mate businesses. 

I doubt the latter, because 
the last time that I saw him. he 
was a fugitive-10 steps aheau 


of the IRS, maybe but still a 
fugitive. Somehow, he escaped 
one of largest drug busts in De- 
troit’s history, a bust that re- 
sulted in literally hundreds of 
grand jury summonses, a bust 
that captured an all star roster 
of Detroit-area Superflies. 

Somehow the Drug Enforce- 
ment Agency couldn’t connect 
him to the network. But the 
IRS started looking for him, 
and he left the country to avoid 
answering their questions, 
though he said he had no idea 
what the tax collectors wanted. 

While McDonald ended up 
an exile, this isn’t a moral fa- 
ble or one of those crime- 
doesn’t-pay stories. It’s an op- 
portunity to explain a little bit 
about how one kingpin said he 
took care of business. 

In essence he operated like 
a nomad, always on the move. 
Address books weren’t made 
large enough to keep track of 


all his phone number and 
changes of residence. Some- 
times he would disappear for 
months. 

Yet, because he employed a 
handful of ethnic henchmen to 
do his bidding, his business 
carried on. With one excep- 
tion, he told me that the hench- 
men handled all of the 
transactions. He never saw the 
product. 

The only exception was in 
Columbia and Brazil, where 
the buys were supposedly 
made, he said. According to 
later newspaper accounts, the 
deals were put together with 


relatives of high government 
officials - the South American 
equivalents of Roger Clinton. 

Neither did the kingpin 
have anything to do with the 
transportation. Cocaine came 
back by private jet. The bust 
that toppled the ring was made 
possible by the DEA's discov- 
ery of the plane’s phone log, I 
was told. 

Back in the USA, ecstasy 
and quasi-legal designer drugs 
were usually transported by 
Amtrak trains in suitcases 
toted by high paid mules - 
preferably attractive women 
in their 20’s. You could trans- 


port anything by train, he told 
me. 

Once the goods came to the 
Detroit area, they were stored 
in garages and storage sheds 
rented by the henchmen. The 
rented stashes were concealed 
in the trunks of antique cars. I 
never learned how they were 
distributed, but apparently 
they were distributed in a lu- 
crative way. 

On a recent trip home, 
McDonald contacted me and 
asked to borrow my credit card 
to rent a car. Being one of the 
few people he knew who 
worked for a living, he as-

When you talk to “Einstein.” 
you feel that he is not only 
street smart, but basically in- 
telligent - even though his past 
brushes with the law over mar- 
ijuana use don’t seem to indi- 
cate it. 

Einstein, who spoke to Mich- 
igan Community Newspapers on 
condition of anonymity, lives 
in one of the six communities 
served by the newspaper chain 
and was arrested in another 
for possession of marijuana. 
He was dubbed, Einstein, be- 
cause of his potential 
intelligence. 

Einstein is smart because, 
unlike many of his peers at 18 
years of age, he knows exactly 
what he wants. This includes 
finishing high school, training 
as a mechanic and spending 
the rest of his life drug free. 

“It’s not going to happen 
again. Not with me. I know 
that. I have to stay on proba- 
tion for a year. I just got my 
license, no tickets so far, no 
charges, except for mari- 
juana,” he said. 

Einstein had to take out 
money he’d been saving for a 
car to pay his fines. I was 17 
when I was caught Now I’m 18. 
I could get 60-90 days in jail the 
next time,” he said. 

One of his major problems 
is getting from where he is now 
to where he wants to be. He 
has no transportation, doesn’t 
know how to enroll in night 
school and says he lost his job 
because of the marijuana ar- 
rest Since his unemployment 
he sits home and tinkers with 
his hobbies. Soon, he will live 
alone when his family moves 
out of the state. 

Einstein’s arrest was pre- 
cipitated on a bag of mari- 
juana worth about $30-45, 
which he had in his 
possession. 

“If I wanted it right now, I 
could get it,” he said, describ- 
ing the 15 to 20 sources he 
knows to get it from. 


He estimates that 75 to 80 
percent of his friends smoke 
marijuana. Kids he knows 
have pounds and pounds of the 
illicit drug, he said. 

“One dealer gets all the lit- 
tle girls into it and gets what 
he wants,” Einstein said. 

Einstein feels lucky be- 
cause this is the first time he’s 
been arrested since he started 
smoking it at 12 years of age. 

“An elementary kid could 
get it anywhere, if he wanted 
it,” Einstein said. 

Einstein has made choices 
he doesn’t want his younger 
brother to makejavi he tells it 
as he sees it Prjj' 

“Kids are tr.SEfco sell my 
little brother cl??*.. I don’t 
think that’s right. He's 15. I’m 
18. I don’t want him to go 
through what l?ve been 
through. I haven’t been around 
it in three months. I stayed 
away from it and I had no 
problem. It’s harder for me to 
quit cigarettes than it is for me 
to quit weed.” 

“It leads to violence, being 
in a gang, hanging with certain 
people all the time. Them guys 
carry guns,” Einstein said, not- 
ing that violence is part of the 
culture. 

“They jumped on one of my 
friends. Jumped him for no 
reason, just to do it. Left foot- 
prints on his back and a couple 
of spots on his face,” Einstein 
added. 

“The Drug Awareness Re- 
sistance Education (DARE) 
program is a help. My brother 
used to talk about it, Einstein 
said. 

“I’ve had chances to be a 
leader of a gang. I’ve been 


chased by a gang who pulled 
ski masks over their faces and 
chased me with guns. They 
came back with the guns: nine 
of them chasing me with guns. 

I just ran. They weren’t going 
to catch me.” Einstein said 
while describing how one gang 
member shot into the air in his 
presence. 

Einstein says his friends are 
different. “There’s a lot of us. 
We grew up as friends and 
never had a gang.” 

One problem with gangs in 
Einstein’s view, “If one person 
wants to beat up another, the 
whole gang gets involved. I 
don’t carry any weapons.” 

Marijuana seems to be ev- 
erywhere Einstein goes. 

“All the guys I’m working 
with are smoking weed all the 
day long. They can work just as 
good with it. They just do it for 
a buzz, I guess,” he said. “For 
me it’s a downer, someone like 
me, I can smoke all the time 
and it doesn’t bother me. It 
makes me more relaxed and 
feel better. If you’re real hyper, 
it makes you less hyper. 

“My friends smoke it all day 
long for months and months. 
Some people have coffee, 
These people smoke a joint. 
Kids that smoke all the time, it 
lasts not even three days. I can 
make it last two weeks. Some 
kids pay $110-$210 for a quan- 
tity,” he said. 

At camp, the neighborhood, 
work, all Einstein said he ob- 
serves is drug use. 

“People at this one camp, 
everybody there was smoking 
it," he said. “Two teachers 
from the high school were 
smoking a joint.”

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Drug war 

Solution to narcotics problem offered

It is true that America is los- 
ing the war on drugs? 

According to one former 
narcotics agent, a full-scale 
war on drugs h i. een 
waged. 

“We’re not i^ing tl ..ar, 

we never fought a war,’’ the for- 
mer agent said. 

“I was in Vietnam. There, 
the war was 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week with no hol- 
idays. You can’t fight a war 
from 9 to 5,” he said. “I think 
our biggest problem is that the 
federal government never de- 
veloped a long-range drug 
strategy, and then did what it 
needed to do to make it 
happen.” 

The former federal drug 
agent is pessimistic about the 
possibilities of winning the so- 
called war against drugs. 

“True drug control will have 
to stem from the family,” he 
said. 

He noted that the break- 
down in the family has created 
a breeding ground for drugs 
and crime. 

“We are a highly mobile so-

ciety. Families are split, and 
we are a nation of commuters,” 
he said. “There is a lessening 
of commitment and it is an era 
when no one wants to take 
responsibility.” 

He said the focus on battling 
drugs should concentrate on 
the users, not as much as the 
suppliers. 

“We need to influence peo- 
ple against the use of drugs, 
and lessen the demand for 
them. Drugs will always be 
there, so we have to change 
our mind set about them,” he 
said. “If I put a pile of pills on 
the table and you won’t buy 
them, then I have no market.” 

He disputed the use of the 
term “recreational” drugs. 

“I don’t know what people 


mean by the term recreational. 
I guess it is supposed to mean 
it is OK to use drugs if they are 
just used for fun,” he said. 

“When I first began working 
as a narcotics agent. PCP was 
the big drug, and there were a 
lot of clandestine laboratories 
making it.” the former agent 
said. “Today, crack cocaine is 
perceived as the biggest 
threat, but my concern is the 
purity of heroin. In the early 
‘70s, heroin was 20 to 30 per- 
cent pure. Now, there are sam- 
ples of heroin that are 70 to 80 
percent pure.” 

Looking back on more than 
a decade in drug enforcement, 
the former agent said, “If the 
drugs had remained in the in- 
ner city, they wouldn’t have 


been perceived as a problem. 
But. when the drugs went into 
the suburbs, where there is 
more political clout, they were 
seen as a problem.” 

The answer may sound sim- 
plistic, but the former drug 
agent sees the biggest guns 
against the drug war are per- 
sonal responsibility and the 
commitment to control one’s 
own destiny coupled with 
values that are promoted in 
the family.

The individual informed police 
that the suspect allegedly charged 
at the victim and struck him once on 
the forehead knocking him 
backwards. 

The witness then stated a fight 
ensued between the two men and , 
other patrons of the store. 

Several bystanders were able to 
disai'm the suspect who was carry- 
ing a wooden axe-type club. The vic- 
tim believed the suspect assaulted 
him because of an earlier alterca- 
tion at Graffiti’s Bar, 450 South 
Merriman. 

He denied any earlier involve- 
ment in the alleged assault at the 
bar. The victim requested the West- 
land “fire rescue” be summoned be- 
cause of the injuries he received 
ft'om the hit. When the rescue unit 
arrived, however, he refused 
treatment. 

The suspect stated that during 
the initial incident at Graffiti’s, the 
attacker blocked the complainant’s 
car in the parking lot and assaulted 
him with his fists. 

The victim was able to break 
free, re-enter his vehicle and es- 
cape. As the victim was fleeing, he 
struck the attackers car causing 
damage. 

It is believed alcohol was in- 
volved in the incident. The suspect 
will appear for arraignment on felo- 
nious assault charges this week.

Is key murder witness' testimony tainted?

The murder exam of two Detroit men accused 
in the shooting death of a 23-year-old Inkster man 
will be moved Monday to a hospital bedside so 
that a key witness may testify. 

Judge Sylvia James on Wednesday postponed 
the murder exams of Twan Andre Borthwell and 
Antonio Jacob Peay until sometime Monday after- 
noon after assistant Wayne County Prosecutor 
Paul Benier informed the 22nd District Court 
judge that the witness, Maurice Gee, was not 
available to testify because he was in critical con- 
dition at the hospital. 

Borthwell, 20, and Peay, 19, are charged with 
first-degree murder and felony firearms in the 
shooting death of Eric Austin, who was gunned 
down in the back yard of his home on Dee. 10, 
1994. 

Gee, and at least three others, was with the 
victim when he was fatally shot, according to Ink- 
ster police reports. 

Ironically, the 17-year-old Gee also was shot 
while standing on the same comer in the Helen 
Street area in late January. 

Two of the bullets struck him in the chest and 
one hit him in the thigh. He also took bullets in 
the right cheek and leg and survived the volley. 

According to at least one source, the shootings 
may be in retaliation of some recent shootings

and killings in Inkster. 

Benier told the court that Gee was recuperat- 
ing from gunshot wounds and that he was the only 
witness who he had scheduled to testify at the 
Wednesday exam. 

He said that Gee would be able to identify the 
defendants and place them (defendants) at the 
murder scene. 

“Can this witness speak? Is he mobile?” Judge 
James asked the prosecutor who replied, that the 
witness could make a statement. 

James ordered police officials .to contact the 
hospital and inform hospital authorities that the 
court would conduct its hearing at the witness 
bedside. She postponed the hearing until they 
returned with the information from the hospital. 

Shortly afterwards, Detective Gary Lorenzen 
told Judge James that the University of Michigan 
Hospital authorities were apparently not cooper- 
ating and were not receptive to holding the exam 


at the hospital. 

“Then I guess I will have to contact the hospital 
myself,” Judge James responded, “and see when 
they can accommodate us.” 

“I think they would be more responsive if the 
court did that,” Lorenzen said. 

Police also are continuing to hunt for the man 
who they believe shot Gee. They are looking for a 
Belleville man, who they refuse to identify, in 
connection with the attempted murder of the key 
witness. 

Not only did someone want to eliminate Gee as 
a witness, but the dead man’s sister also was shot. 

“We have a war going on between these two 
factions,” said a source who asked not to be iden- 
tified because he feared for his life. “Don’t think 
for a moment that that witness’s (Gee’s) hands are 
clean. There are a lot of people who want him 
dead. 

“The police are aware of Maurice Gee and the 
type of person he is. They have questioned him in 
several other shootings but have not been able to 
pin anything on him. 

“A lot of people wanted Maurice shot and I am 
surprise this didn’t happen months ago,” the 
source said. 

Attorney Ron McDuffie, who represents Borth- 
well and Peay, asked the court to consider bond 
for his clients, reminding the court of the “12-day

Police raid suspected drug houses 
in Westland, Inkster communities

In an effort to take away the local markets from drug 
dealers who are trafficking drugs in western Wayne County, 
law enforcement units from Westland, Inkster and Taylor 
Tuesday night raided three suspected drug dens in the 
area, arrested 19 persons and seized an undetermined 
amount of illegal drugs and cash.

In their latest raids, police have seized a cache of rock 
cocaine, at least three weapons and cash." 

According to police reports, police raided a house in the 
26000 block of Plum Street in the city of Inkster and found 
13 people inside the building. All were secured and 
searched for drugs and drug paraphernalia. 

Police also said they found 20 rocks of suspected crack

The disappearance of a 37- 
year-old Hamtramck man who 
was last seen in Romulus three 
weeks ago is devastating his 
family.

Westland resident Charles 
William Burgess, 48, appeared 
before 18th District Court 
Judge Gail McKnight on 
charges of first-degree murder 
for allegedly shooting a Flint 
man who died while repossess- 
ing the defendant's car. 

The attorney temporarily 
representing Burgess in court 
asked McKnight for the case to 
be adjourned for one week be- 
yond the 14 days the defendant 
is required to face a prelimi- 
nary exam. 

Burgess was scheduled to 
appear in court for the prelim- 
inary exam on the murder 
charge, two counts of felonious 
assault and felony firearms. 


At the date of the prelimi- 
nary exam a court appointed 
attorney that is able to handle 
a capital case wasn't available, 
and attorney Ronald Brown 
appeared to represent the 
court appointed lawyer. 

Brown asked that the date 
of the preliminary exam be 
moved in order to obtain addi- 
tional discovery information. 

Burgess is accused of shoot- 
ing Joseph Dues, a 52-year-old 
Flint resident on Jan. 29 as 
Dues, the owner of Action 
Auto Recovery, was attempting 
to repossess a 1992 Mitsubishi 
Eclipse from the home of 
Burgess. 

The incident occurred 
around 3 p.m. when Burgess 
followed Dues who had 
stopped with his partner, Julia 


Santel, 32, of Lake Orion, to re- 
connect the repossessed car 
when Burgess allegedly ap- 
proached the vehicle with a .25 
caliber handgun. 

A Fight ensued, and the two 
ended up in a ditch with Dues 
on his knees, according to 
Westland police Sgt. Tim Speir. 
Burgess then allegedly placed 
the pistol to the right side of 
the victim’s chest and shot him. 

Dues was pronounced dead 
on arrival at Annapolis Hospi- 
tal in Wayne from a gun shot 
wound to the chest. 

The next preliminary exam 
is scheduled for Feb. 16 in the 
18th District Court in West- 
land. Burgess will remain in 
the Wayne County Jail without 
bond.

“He has never done this be- 
fore,” his brother said. “One 
time he told us he was going to 
New York and stayed longer 
than we expected, but he has 
never left home like this 
before.”

Djolevic said his brother is 
easy to identify as he is a heavy 
smoker and walks with a slight 
stoop. At times, his hands also 
shake heavily, according to his 
brother. 


Doda Djolevic is 6 feet, 1 
inch tall, weighs about 190 
pounds and has dark brown 
hair and brown eyes. 

Djolevic often frequents 
Dunkin Donuts shops for cof- 
fee or Rally Hamburger res- 
taurants, according to his 
brother. 

“I urge anyone who knows 
where he is living or who has 
seen him recently to call me at 
313-873-4052. We are offering a 
cash reward for information 
that helps us locate him,” Mar- 
tin Djolevic said.

the 26000 block of Penn Street 
in Inkster, one of the suspects 
reportedly attempted to dis- 
pose of a tissue paper that po- 
lice said contained five 
suspected rocks of cocaine.

“I don’t think there is a per- 
son in law enforcement who 
doesn’t identify with that kind 
of frustration,” Hines added. 
“We’re fighting an uphill war 
against drugs, and we can use 
all the help we can get.”

• Do It all yourself To heck 
with teamwork. Take full re- 
sponsibility and trust abso- 
lutely no one. 

• Ignore profit and loss state- 
ments Pay no attention to cash 
flow, it’s all a gamble, anyway. 
If you’re going to go broke, do 
it with a big bang. 

• Insist on your own way and 
take all the credit Ignore other’s 
suggestions. There’s only one 
hero-you. 

“Entrepreneurs are tired of 
reading about ‘hot to make it 
big’ or 'how to make a million 
bucks’. This is not just another 

‘how to’ book,” said Lowe. 


“With Hail Entrepreneur, I want 
to give creative small business 
people ways to survive-there is 
now way you can succeed if 
you don’t survive.” 

Lowe was born July 10, 1920 
in St. Paul Minn. He invented 
Kitty Litter in 1947 when he 
first packaged an absorbent 
clay to solve a problem for a 
neighbor whose cat box con- 
tained sawdust which tracked. 
By 1957 Lowe recorded his 
first million dollars. 

Lowe has been a strong sup- 
porter of small business for 
years. After building Edward 
Lowe Industries into a $165 
million global company, he es- 
tablished the Edward Lowe 
Foundation in 1985 to help ed- 
ucate and support small busi- 
ness owners. 

What advice does he have 
for college students just 
graduating? 

“I would make cold calls to 
businesses and find out how 
you can get involved,” Lowe 
said. “I would make an ap- 
pointment with the president 
of a company and ask he or she 
to become your mentor. Men- 
tors can do so much for a 
young person.” 

Lowe is quickly becoming 
an accomplished author. In ad- 
dition to Hail Entrepreneur, he 
penned an autobiography, The 
Man Who Discovered The Golden 
Cat, and a collection of poetry, 
Reflections in the Mill Pond. 

What’s this king of entrepre- 
neurs motto for success? 

“Do unto others as they do 
unto you,” Lowe said. “Love 
they neighbor as you love thy 
self."

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Communities announce Board 
of Review appeal meeting dates

In their first sessions of the 
post Proposal “A” era, local 
and area Boards of Review 
don’t expect taxpayers to be 
filing appeals at the rate they 
have prior to voter approval of 
the amendment to the state 
constitution that ties property 
tax rate increases to the infla- 
tion rate. 

In March of 1994, Michigan 
voters overwhelmingly ap- 
proved eliminating property 
taxes as the basis for school 
financing, giving themselves a 
huge property tax cut, in ex- 
change for a 50 percent - from 4 
cents to 6 cents sales tax hike. 

“The effect of Proposal A 
obviously will be reflected in 
this year’s assessment rate,” 
said longtime city of Inkster 
assessor James Switala. “In- 


creases are tied to the Con- 
sumer Price Index, which was 
2.5 percent last year. Because 
of the small increase, we don't 
expect rash of taxpayers to be 
filing appeals. But, then, you 
never know do you?” 

Switala noted that there are 
changes homeowners who are 
planning to appeal should be 
aware of. 

Although Proposal A places 
a cap on the amount a local 
assessor may raise the prop- 
erty assessment, the cap 
doesn’t include new construc- 
tions, remodeling or additions 
to the home. 

Also, if the homeowner pur- 
chased the home within the 
last 12 months, the new assess- 
ment would reflect the pur- 
chase price. 

If the homeowner believes 
his property taxes are too high 
and plans to appeal, assessors 


recommenu that they bring 
with them documentation that 
would support their argument 
such as, appraisals from inde- 
pendent sources. 

Moreover, those who plan to 
appeal on the basis of “hard- 
ship” also must have in the ap- 
peals portfolio proof of their 
annual income. 

“This means not only for the 
homeowner, but income of all 
those who reside in that 
house," Switala said. 

The petitioner also should 
have a copy of their Home- 
stead Tax Credit. 

Assessors also point out that 
although their are some pro- 
posed legislation to the state’s 
property tax laws presently be- 
ing debated by the state legis- 
lature, the impact of the 
proposed law probably would 
not affect this year’s appeals 
process.

Let me use this three-letter- 
word JOY as an acrostic to 
show you how a Christian can 
live worthy of His name.

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Strength aerobics promises to trim 
workout time in half, reduce risk 


It’s been nearly 27 years since the 
renowned Dr. Kenneth Cooper in 
troduced America to the concept of 
aerobics, and the incredible health 
and lifestyle benefits it could 
provide. 

Yet over the years, the fitness in- 
dustry has continued to pick up 
speed and continually break new 
ground. According to experts, the 
trend is not stopping now. 

First, in 1990, the renowned 
American College of Sports Medi 
cine (ACSM) educated the public 
about the role strength training 
plays in developing muscular 
strength and endurance. 

Not long after, the concept of 
“balanced fitness” was born, and 
the ACSM began to recommend a 
straight-forward prescription for 
people looking to obtain optimal 
health and fitness which involved 
aerobic exercise three times a 
week, 20 to 30 minutes per day, and 
then participate in a moderate 
strength training program two to 
three times a week.

Hepatitis B, a viral infection that 
attacks the liver, is one of the most 
underdiagnosed infectious diseases 
in the country. 

According to Dr. Rosemarie 
Fisher, professor of medicine for 
Yale University, an estimated 
200.000-250.000 people are infected 
with hepatitis B each year one third 
of those infected are college-aged 
young adults. 

What’s even more alarming is 
that 30 to 40 percent of people who 
become infected do not know how 
or when they became infected. 
That's why it is so important to pro- 
tect yourself and your family 
against this disease. 

Who’s at risk 

More than one million Ameri- 
cans carry this virus in their blood 
few have any recognizable signs or 
symptoms.

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Strength, from page 3 
and momentum. 

“The time benefit is definitely 
one of the things that’s most exc iting 
about the concept of strength aero- 
bics," said Cantu, who is presently 
the chief of neuro surgery and ser- 
vice and director. Service of Sports 
Medicine at Emerson Hospital in 
Concord, Mass. “People can burn 
calories, get a good cardiovascular 
workout, and get a strength workout 
simultaneously, saving about 50 per- 
cent of their time.” 

Cooper said Strength Aerobics is 
especially a boon for the millions of 
Americans who are looking to lose 
weight. Studies dramatically show 
that by adding strength training to 
an exercise program, people gain 
strong, lean muscle mass, and be- 
come much more efficient calorie- 
burning machines. 

“Strength Aerobics makes ad- 
ding that strength training compo- 
nent easy and convenient,” said 
Cooper. 

What is Strength Aerobics? 

“Simply put it is performing aer- 
obics and strength training to- 
gether, and reaping the multitude of 
health benefits that both forms of- 
fer,” said Cooper “It’s truly an excit- 
ing breakthrough in exercise 
science research. Various studies 
have confirmed that an “all-in-one” 
workout can give a person essen- 
tially the same health benefits as 
two separate workouts.” 

The How-Tos of Strength Aerobics 


Combining the aerobic and 
strength training workouts is rela- 
tively easy, say fitness professio- 
nals. According i*j Jeff Zwiofcl, 
exercise physiologist and director 
of NEFLI, strength aerobics work- 
outs should begin with stretching 
and a light aerobic warm up, and 
then proceed to combined aerobic 
and strength work. 

In order to reap both cardio- 
vascular and muscular benefits 
from strength aerobics, exercisers 
should maintain their elevated 
heart rate while performing the 
muscle conditioning exercises at an 
aerobic pace. 

“One real advantage of a strength 
aerobics workout is that it allows 
the opportunity for people to cus- 
tomize their workouts,” Zwiefel 
said. “For example, people who 
want to concentrate on muscle ton- 
ing and endurance can use quick 
repetitions with a lighter resistance 
while still getting a good aerobic 
workout.” 

In addition to the tremendous 
benefit of getting two workouts in 
half the time, “Mixing aerobics with 
strength training also helps flush 
lactic acid from tired muscles, and 
that means fewer aches and pains,” 
Zwiefel said. 

Cooper cautioned, however, “It’s 
important to note that the Strength 
Aerobics concept involves much 
more than just walking or doing aer- 
obic dance with hand weights. In 
addition to being low-impact, a safe 
strength aerobics workout should 


allow you to adjust the degree of 
strength resistance that you’re 
working against. 

“And an effective routine should 
incorporate specific exercises for 
the body's major muscles-especialiy 
the 65 percent of them which are 
above your waist.” 

Fitness equipment manufac- 
turers have already begun to cap- 
italize on the strength aerobics 
trend. For example, Chaska, Minn.- 
based NordicTrack recently 
launched a new line of specially-de- 


signed machines, which includes a 
Strength Aerobics Treadmill, a 
Strength Aerobics Skier, and a 
Strength Aerobics Multi Trainer 
which is a combination treadmill, 
skier and stair stepper. 

According to company sources, 
the equipment is different from the 
regular total-body exercise equip- 
ment in that specu.1 strength condi- 
tioning components have been 
added to the upper body exerciser 
on each machine.
